Starting at £1,000, bids for the residence

Judd, the auctioneer, decided to take offers 
for the adjoining property of Grenagh, 
Beaufort, Killarney, with comfortable resi- 
dence in own demesne of 111 acres. These 
started at £500 and rose to £850, at which 
figure they stopped. ' 

Mr. Judd then announced that his repre- 
sentative, Mr. Reardon, would confer with 
bidders who were interested in the Dunloe 
estate with a view to seeing if a deal could 
be made privately.

DEATH .IN DUBLIN 
HOSPITAL

recorded a verdict in accordance with the 
medical -evidence, adding that he was of 
opinion that the occurrence was purely acci- 
dental. He was of opinion that death was 
accelerated by the administration of an 
anesthetic. The anmsthetic, he said, was 
er administered and was necessary, and 
e exonerated the anseasthetist from all blame 
and negligence. 

Evidence was given that Doran was em- 

loyed by Mr. James Corcoran, of Barnhill, 

Jastledermot, County Carlow, and that when 
driving a cow, which had broken into the 

ard of his we a a pitchfork, with which 

e hit the animal, broke in his hands and 
struck him on the knee. After some time 
the knee became stiff and he was removed to 
Tullow Hospital. On December.30 he was 
brought to Hume Street Hospital in a serious 
condition. 

Dr. L. J. O’Ferrall said that death was 
due to heart failure and septicemia, seconda 
to septic arthritis. The patient was in a col-

BOYS’ NATIONAL 
SCHOOLS

QUESTION OF MINIMUM AGE 


A statement in the Jrish Times of Tues- 
day, to the effect that by a decisic.1 of the 
Department of Education “no boys under 
seven years of age will in future be admitted 
to a boys’ national school,” has caused some 
misapprehension. It was ascertained yester- 
day that no recent decision in this -respect 
has been come to by the Department, and 
that. the regulations, as they exist to-day, 
have been in operation for many years. The 
fact is that, according to the rules and regula 
tions for national schools, no child under 
the age of four years may be enrolled as a 
pupil in any national school, but there is a 
further rule, which says that ‘‘ boys under 
seven years of age-should not, as a rule, be 
enrolled in a boys’ school in which there. ig 
not a mistress.” This rule further adds: “ If, 
owing to local circumstances, it is found 
necessary or desirable to enrol boys under 
seven years of age in a boys’ school in which 
there is not a mistress on the staff, an 
assistant mistress should be appointed to the 
school at the earliest opportunity, either on 
the occurrence of a vacancy for an assistant 
teacher in the school or in the event of the 
appointment of an additional assistant bein 
warranted by the average attendance. of
